Don Juan's statement sald Franco's 
plan was the opposite of Spain's

He said the system could be 
changed only by joint action by the

. Cortes, He' said the Franco pro- 
posal violated this system. 

He charged Franco was trying to 
prolong his personal dictatorship and 
“his eternal” position os chief of 
state under the camouflage of a

The Sovict delegate, AT. Andrei 
-Gromyko,~ told - the --- United --Nations 
Disarmament Commission that there 
was nothing In the General Assembly 
resolution last December to indicate 
that disarmament depended on the 
creation of a security system. Ho de- 
clared that the resoiution contained 
no provisions for establishing the 
hind of guarantees required by Bri- 
tain and the United States, The re- 
solution contained no reference dir- 
ectly or indirectly, to the need of 
sofeguards before -reduting ‘arma- 
ments, ¢ ‘ 

“On the contrary”, stated AL 
Gromyko, “the General Assembly 
pointed to the necessity of establish- 
ing us soon as possible reduction ly 
armaments. Such reduction would 
automatically strengthen interna- 
tional security and confidence.” 

M. Gromyko repeatcd th Soviet 
Government's insistence that the 
mosi urgent step required was the 
conclusion of a convention prohibit- 
Ing the use of atomic energy for war 
purposes, adding, “without sich a 
convention It would be, dificult: and 
perhaps even impoisible to salve 
successfully the question of interna» 
tlonal control over atomic energy”.
